The Madison Federation of Teachers 
intends to bend every effort towards 
inducing the present corps of teach- 
ers to remain, providing that. satis- 
factory conditions of. employment

"The situation confronting- 
the 


Madison schools is 
most serious. 


The r.ation-wide shortage of teach- 
ers is appalling, authoritative esti- 
mates placing it at 200,000. Next 
year's schools must have teachers, 
if they can be secured, and the de- 
mand for them is sending and will, 
continue to send the market price 
sky-high. Every teacher is aware 
of this situation, and is over-looting 
no opportunity to better her .condi- 
tion. School boards all over "the 
country are bidding for the services" 
of teachers, and daily 
announce- 


ments of startling increases arc be- 
ing made. 
Many Wisconsin cities 


have given bonuses or 
retroactive 


salary increases, in recognition of 
the seriouness 
of the situation. 


Among these cities may be mention- 
ed Racine, Sheboygan, Mnnitowoc, 
Green Bay, Menasha, Oshkosh, Fond 
du Lac, Appleton, 'Superior, La 
Crosse and ' Watertown; There are 
many , others. 
Racine is a typical 


example of what is being done. It 
revised its schedule, to take effect 
Jan. 1. The average increase to all 
classes of teachers was 47% 
per 


cent. Superior gave a.»traight in- 
crease of ?400 to every teacher, or 
an average increase of about 45 
per cent.
